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Find secret 
compartments 
in slain 
con's shoes 


An examination of shoes worn by a 
prison escapee who was shot to death 
by a Washington C H. police officer 
following a brief alley gun battle early 
Wednesday afternoon has disclosed 
secret compartments in the heels and 
soles, Police Chief Rodman Scott said 
Thursday. 
However, state corrections depart­ 
ment 
o fficials 
have 
declined 
to 
speculate 
on 
whether 
m akeshift 
weapons used in a bizzare escape by 
four Lucasville penitentiary inmates 
were 
carried 
in 
the 
secret 
com­ 
partments found in one of the convicts’ 
shoes. 
“ The holes were large enough to 
carry plenty of items,” Scott said 
following an examination of the shoes 
late 
Thursday 
afternoon. 
‘‘The 
escapees would have no trouble putting 
a wire snare and small gas cylinders in 
the holes. But we don’t know what was 
in there.” 


SCOTT SA ID the thick-soled work 
shoes were worn by Doyle Manning, the 
first-drgree murder convict who was 
fatally wounded by Washington C H. 
police officer Michael Stritenberger 
during an exchange of gunfire Wed­ 
nesday in a downtown alley. 
The Washington C.H. police chief 
said the secret compartments were 
thickly padded and invisible from the 
inside and outside. 
The shoes had a thick inside liner and 
“ with that in there, there was no way of 
telling,” Scott said. 
He said Police Specialist Larry Hott 
and jailer-dispatcher M ike T aylo r 
discovered the compartments while 
examining Manning’s clothing. He said 
the compartments were empty. 
Sp ecialist Hott and T aylo r, an 
a u x ilia ry officer, found the com ­ 
partments while searching Manning’s 
clothing during autopsy proceedings in 
Columbus Thursday. 
Scott said Hott and Taylor had ac­ 
companied the body to Columbus for 
removal 
of 
the 
fatal 
bullet 
from 
Manning’s head. He said the clothing 
check is a standard police procedure 
and is used to maintain a chain of 
evidence. 
The dimensions of the slotted cavities 
were released by Scott. He said the hole 
in the heel measured one and three- 
fourth inches long, one and a half in­ 
ches wide and one and a fourth inches 
deep. 
The slot in the sole measured one and 
a fourth inches in width, a half-inch in 
depth and six and three-fourths inches 
in length. 
A spokesman for the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Rehabilitation and Corrections 
in Columbus said there would be no 
comment on the discovery by the 
Washington C.H. police officers until 
the Ohio Highway Patrol completes its 
investigation of the incident. 


Manning and three other companion 
inmates, also serving life sentences in 
the 
Southern 
Ohio 
Correctional 
Facility, escaped from custody Wed­ 
nesday while being transported from 
Lucasville to Columbus for trials in 
Franklin County Common Pleas Court. 
The 
35-year-old 
M anning, 
of 
Indianapolis, Ind., was fatally wounded

okayed several important amendments 
Thursday. 
One would raise from $250 to $1,500 
the minimum size a claim must be 
before a suit could go into court. 
Since fewer court claim s would cut 
costs, the Senate panel mandated a IO 
per cent cut in insurance premiums in­ 
stead of the 5 per cent proposed by the 
House. 
The no-fault bill is among a handful 
of measures lawmakers hope to finalize 
before beginning a month-long recess 
Wednesday. 
Kissinger to meet Dayan 
on M iddle East problems 


W A SH IN G TO N (A P ) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger has promised 
the Russians he will keep in close touch 
as he tries to work out an Israeli with­ 
drawal in the Golan Heights. 
Kissinger 
begins 
his 
talks 
with 
Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 
today. He returned Thursday night 
from his trip to Moscow, which he said 
failed to accomplish a breakthrough 
that could lead to a new arms limitation 
agreement with the Soviets. 
Kissinger reports to Nixon before 
meeting with Dayan. 
The secretary clearly expects the 
Israelis to concede some pre-October 
W ar territory on the Golan Heights, 
possibly even the city of Quneitra, in 
addition 
to 
withdrawing 
from 
the 
ground gained after the joint Yom 
Kippur attack by Syria and Egypt. 
A senior U.S. official said Kissinger 
hopes to work out outlines of a troop 
separation agreement separately with 
Israel and Syria within a month and 
then swing through the Middle East to 
nail it down. 
Besides his frequent contacts with 
the Soviets through Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko, he intends to enlist 
the aid of Egypt and Algeria in per­ 
suading the Syrians to limit their 
demands. 
Kissinger receives Dayan at* the 
State Department after a tough three- 
day round of negotiations with the 
Soviets in Moscow. He had left for the 
trip hoping to achieve a breakthrough 
that would lead to a new treaty limiting 
offensive nuclear weapons. Failing in 
that, however, he may have gained 
some ground on Jewish emigration and 
confirmed that President Nixon intends 
to go to a Moscow summit with Com­ 


m unist 
p arty 
leader 
Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev. 
Earlie r in the day, Secretary of 
Defense Jam es R. Schlesinger said that 
Nixon would not sacrifice U.S. interests 
in strategic arms talks merely to avoid 
impeachment problems. 
Schlesinger told a news conference 
that “ Anyone who knows President 
Nixon knows he would do nothing which 
would compromise national security in 
the

run 
irrespective 
of

political dispute in the United States.” 
Dayan is bringing his country’s latest 
proposals for a pullback in the Golan 
Heights.

Kissinger again Saturday before the 
secretary departs for a nine-or 10-day 
vacation in Acapulco, Mexico. 
A Syrian mission is due to bargain 
with Kissinger separately around April 
ll.

But a poll last 
week showed that 45 per cent of those 
asked favored abandonment of the 
plane to cut down government spen­ 
ding. 
The two governments are spending 
an estimated $2.3 billion to develop a 
plane that by 1976 will be carrying only 
about IOO passengers from London to 
New York in 34 hours. 
The plane now costs about $60 million 
each to build, and the British Aircraft 
Corp. and Aerospatiale have 16 of them 
in the works. But only nine have been 
sold — to British Airways and Air 
France, which means that the British 
and French governments are selling 
them to themselves. 
Commercial airlines have dropped 
more than 20 options to buy. A secret 
French government report is said to 
estimate that no more than 33 of the 
planes can be sold on the world market. 
The rising cost of jet fuel has added to 
the airlines’ doubts that they can make 
a profit on Concorde travel.

Secretary Stans and former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell on criminal con­ 
spiracy charges heard Cook testify 
Thursday that his decision to lie came 
during a White House meeting alone 
with Stans. 


The witness said the defendant told 
him: 
“ There’s no sense in getting 
everybody embarrassed.” 
The tall, bald Cook is scheduled to 
return to the witness stand today to 
undergo crossexamination by Stans’ 
chief defense attorney, Walter Bonner. 
The testimony of the former SEC 
chieftain was the strongest yet against 
Stans in the sixweek old trial, and 
Bonner will be striving to demolish or 
dilute it. 
Mitchell and Stans are accused of 
impeding a massive SE C fraud in­ 
vestigation of Vesco’s financial empire 
in return for the $200,000 campaign con­ 
tribution.

afternoon as the deadline approached 
on the prosecutor’s latest demand for 
presidential files. 
On another subject, White House 
spokesman Gerald L. Warren said 
Thursday it was a matter of court 
record that tapes do not exist of con­ 
versations sought

after a recorder ran out of tape 
Warren did not make any estimate of 
how many conversations might not 
have been taped as a result of the m a­ 
chine running out of tape, but an 
analysis of the court documents in­ 
dicated that perhaps five conversations 
w ert not taped.

Tornadoes, thunderstorms and hail 
raked the Deep South today, causing 
considerable damage and some in­ 
juries. 
Alabama and Louisiana were hardest 
hit, as a tornado touched down near 
Ruston, La., during the night, injuring 
three persons and damaging trees and 
property. 
Another tornado near Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., was accompanied by hail, some 
the size of baseballs. Tornado watches 
for parts of Alabama and Georgia were 
in effect for most of the night. 


To the north, showers and thun­ 
derstorms spread through the middle 
Mississippi Valley and Ohio Valley into 
the Middle Atlantic States. 
Drizzle and fog were common in 
sections of Iowa, Missouri and Illinois. 


Freezing rain fell on portions of 
Wiscosin and Minnesota, where travel 
advisories were issued. And in Lower 
Michigan, the freezing rain came in the 
aftermath of an ice and snow storm 
that layered areas with up to an inch of 
ice Thursday. 
High 
winds 
gusted 
through 
the 
m ountains of Colorado, and gale 
warnings flew along the Pacific coast. 
More rain fell in California and the 
Northwest, and travel advisories 
snow 
were 
posted 
inland 
in 
mountains. 
F a ir skies were spotty above 
nation, found mainly over the lower 
Plains and Rockies, parts of the south 
Atlantic Coast, and New England. 
But along with New England’s clear 
skies came a dose of Arctic cold, hitting 
a March 28 record low of 12 at Portland 
International Airport, Maine.

Special interest 
groups flooding 
party coffers

interest 
money to be fed into 1974 races is 
building up at an unprecedented pace 
for a mid term election. 
While this year’s war chests don’t 
approach the record $60 million raised 
by President Nixon’s campaign in 1972, 
money available for this fall’s con­ 
gressional 
races 
already 
has 
out­ 
stripped the 1972 level. 
Surveys of official 
reports 
show 
between $14 million and $15 million on 
hand at the m yriad political interest 
committees that traditionally provide a 
substantial portion, if not the bulk, of 
the money that puts politicians in 
public office. 
A study by Common Cause released 
Thursday says registered special in­ 
terest groups and national 
level 
political party committees gave more 
than $14 million directly to congres­ 
sional candidates in 1972 and another 
$2.2 million to presidential aspirants. 
Interest groups including doctors, 
railroads, 
dairymen, 
labor 
unions, 
banks and manufacturers, provided 
$8.5 million. Political party groups 
provided the remaining $5 million, but 
$1.3 million of that had come to them 


first 
from 
the 
special 
interest 
organizations. 
The study shows the Democratic 
House and Senate campaign 
com­ 
mittees took in $1.2 million from special 
interests in 1972, including party fund 
raising 
com m ittees. 
Com parable 
Republican committees received $1.8 
million from the same sources. 


Common Cause estim ates these 
interest committees had $14.2 million 
on hand at the end of February — as 
much or more than they spent in all of 
1972. This does not include money they 
may already have given to candidates 
in this fall’s elections. 


“ Anyone who thinks the Watergate 
scandals have put special 
interest 
givers out of business had better take a 
close look at these figures,” Fred 
Wertheimer, director of the Common 
Cause Campaign Finance Monitoring 
Project, said at a Thursday news 
conference. 


“ The failure of this Congress to pass 
effective campaign 
finance reform 
legislation has meant that the 1974 
congressional races are going to see far 
more giving by special interest groups 
than showed up in 1972,” Wertheimer 
said. 
New N avy chief to slow 
Zum w alt pace of change

W ASH IN GTO N (A P ) — President 
Nixon’s selection of Adm. Jam es L. 
Holloway III to become the N avy’s new 
chief signals the end of a turbulent 
period of reform that split the Navy 
officer corps. 
When Holloway takes the helm from 
Adm. Elm o R. Zumwalt Jr. as chief of 
naval operations three months from to­ 
day, he is expected to usher in a new 
phase, during which the pace of change 
will be slowed. 
The new CNO is not likely to reverse 
course, but probably will move to 
strengthen command authority. Critics 
said authority of ship and base com­ 
manders v as eroded under Zumwalt’s 
pressure for greater consultation with 
lower ranks, relaxed restrictions on 
hair and dress, emphasis on minority 
recognition and other measures in­ 
tended to improve Navy life. 
Officers who have worked closely 
with Holloway say he has “ a feel for the 
traditional.” 
Secretary of the Navy John W. 
W arner felt it was time for a middle-of- 
the-road CNO, and Holloway was his 
choice. That choice was endorsed by 
Secretary 
of 
Defense 
Ja m e s 
R. 
Schlesinger. 
Navy sources said Holloway took no 
part in the factional infighting between 
pro-and antiZumwalt factions, and this 
probably helped win him the job. 


Under the law, Zumwalt could not be 
reappointed to an additional four-year 
term. Associates say they have not 
heard what he plans to do after he 
retires, 
although 
there 
have 
been 
rumors Zumwalt might go into politics 
in his home state of California. 
The 52-year-old Holloway, born in 
South Carolina and son of an admiral, 
brings a new dimension to the office of 
CNO. He is the first expert in nuclear 
ship propulsion to rise that high. 
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Ohio Assembly to stay in business after recess 


C O LU M BU S, Ohio (A P ) - House 
Speaker A. G. Lancione, D-99 Bellaire, 
turned thumbs down Thursday to a 
suggestion the legislature should quit 
for the year next week instead of taking 
a month’s recess. 
He was asked about rumors in the 
Senate as well as the House that the 
lawmakers should agree on whatever 
matters they can, then take “ sine die” 
adjournment. That action would put the 
legislature out of business unless called 
back in special session. 
“ I know there are some members 
who would like to do that, but there’s no 
w ay,” said Lancione. He added: “ W e’d 
get run out of the state if we tried 


something like that after our recent 
pay raise.” 
He said it is his idea 
that 
the 
legislature should return May 8 — after 
the recess starting April 3 — and then 
work “ until sometime in June, before 
taking another recess until a date 
certain.” 
There could be several such recesses 
between now and the end of the year, 
keeping the legislature alive, he said. 
“ I think we should make ourselves 
available all year 
because of 
the 
energy crisis, if for no other reason,” 
the speaker said. 
One of the bills pending when the 
lawmakers return Monday at 4 p.m. is 


a compromise bill that establishes a 
five-member state energy commission. 
It could take emergency actions to 
help meet any energy crisis, but they 
could be in effect only for 30 days under 
the bill as now written. Beyond that, the 
legislature would have to 
step 
in 
“ whether it might be gasoline rationing 
or other things the federal governent 
might leave to the states,” Lancione 
said. 
The 
Senate 
and 
House 
moved 
through routine floor sessions before 
adjourning for the weekend. 
Senators added their approval to a 
House 
bill 
setting 
up 
uniform 
regulations for the state’s estimated 


500 migrant labor camps with sponsors 
claiming it will insure that they all 
have 
“ safe 
and 
sanitary 
living 
facilities.” 
Majority 
House 
Democrats 
used 
their margin and needed it to approve 
50-35 an administration bill that allows 
either the new Department of Admin­ 
istrative Services or the Office of 
Budget 
and 
Management 
to 
void 
contracts entered into by the state 
agencies. 
The bill, which needed 50 votes to 
pass, 
was 
opposed 
by 
m inority 
Republicans. They included Rep. 
Waldo Bennett Rose, R-64 Lim a, who 
said he saw it as a means of “ re-en­ 


forcing the administration’s ability to 
impound funds appropriated by the 
legislature.” 
He referred to the recent release by 
the 
O ffice 
of 
Budget 
and 
Management—also a new agency and a 
remnant of the old Department of 
Finance—of $20 million the legislature 
appropriated last year for vocational 
education. 
The appropriation was made con­ 
tingent upon the availability of funds. 
Republicans contended the money has 
been available for months in a state 
surplus of at least $70 million. Prior to 
release of the $20 million, the ad-

Hearst fearful 
for daughter's life

HILLSBOROUGH, Calif.

Two alleged members of the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army predict 
freedom for kidnaped new spaper 
heiress Patricia Hearst. 
But Randolph A Hearst says he fears 
the worst for his daughter if he does not 
hear soon from her SLA kidnapers on 
his plans to set up a $4 million trust to 
buy more food for the poor if Miss 
Hearst is released unharmed 
“ If I didn’t hear from them at this 
point, or somebody didn’t hear from 
them , 
or 
have 
some 
kind 
of 
negotiations taking place, I would then 
be fearful that Patty is dead,” Hearst 
told newsmen Thursday in announcing 
the $4 million will be placed in trust. 
“But I don’t believe she is, and I think 
I will hear from them ,” added Hearst, 
president and editor of the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner and chairman of the 
Hearst Corp 
Hearst has not heard from the kid­ 
napers in 19 days. 
The SLA, which claims it kidnaped 
the University of California coed Feb. 


4, had demanded the additional $4 
million as a condition to negotiations 
for her release. Distribution was com­ 
pleted this week of food bought with $2 
million initially provided by Hearst and 
the Hearst Corp More than 150,000 
bags of groceries were handed out. 
Meanwhile, Joseph Remiro, 27, and 
Russell Little, 24, told Miss Hearst in a 
letter from their jail cell that they “feel 
confident the SLA will release you 
unharm ed.” 
The 
open 
letter 
was 
received Thursday by Berkeley radio 
station KPFA and the Examiner. 


In another development, an Alameda 
County grand jury indicted Remiro and 
Little on murder charges in the Nov. 6 
cyanide-bullet 
assassination 
of 
Oakland Schools Supt. Marcus Foster, 
a crime for which the SLA also has 
taken responsibly. 
Authorities have described the SLA 
as a heavily armed, multiracial group 
of about 25 persons. The group has 
claimed that Remiro and Little are its 
“soldiers.”

New energy bill 
pushed by solons 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congress has 
begun work on a new energy bill that 
sponsors say should result in lower 
prices for gasoline. 
The bill introduced Thursday by Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson and Rep. Harley O. 
Staggers 
replaces 
the 
energy- 
em ergency 
m easure 
vetoed 
by 
President Nixon on March 6. 
Jackson’s Senate Interior Committee 
will begin final work on the bill next 
week, bypassing the usual public hear­ 
ings. 
Jackson, of Washington State, and 
Staggers, 
the West Virginian who 
heads the House Commerce Com­ 
mittee, said the new bill was offered 
because it was impossible to com­ 
promise differences with the Nixon 
administration over the vetoed m eas­ 
ure. 
The key element in the new bill would 
lim it 
the 
ability 
of 
the 
large 
multinational oil companies to pass on 
to consumers the higher costs of im­ 
ported oil. 
Jackson said this provision should 
result in sharply lower prices for crude 
oil, perhaps as much as $3 a barrel 
below the current $10.50 price. He said 
this should bring lower gasoline prices. 
The senator refused to speculate 
whether the new bill could be passed 
over the opposition of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration and oil-state represen­ 
tatives who were against the original 
measure. 
Nixon’s chief objection to the bill he 
vetoed was a provision forcing a 
rollback in oil prices. The new bill 
contains no such provision but would 
require the president to maintain rigid 
ceilings on the prices of oil and 
petroleum products. 
With the exception of the oilprice 
question, the new bill is essentially the 
same as the old, Jackson said. 
The new bill would allow the large 
companies to pass on to consumers 
only the imported oil price increases 
resulting from higher taxes and 
Ohio Assembly 


royalties paid to foreign countries. But 
even that increase would be reduced by 
the gain accruing to the companies as a 
result of lower liabilities for U.S. taxes.

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Ohio shoppers find prices still rising 


Officers acquitted 
of shakedown 


CHICAGO (AP) — “The ordeal of 
indictment and trial taught me a lesson 
I’ll never forget,” says a former 
Chicago policeman found innocent of 
shaking down taverns for kickbacks. 
James Psichalinos, 31, and two other 
former officers found innocent of the 
charges talked Thursday about what it 
was like to live on the outer edge of the 
law. 
“If you ever charge a man with a 
crime, you’ve got to be very, very sure 
the charge is justified,” Psichalinos 
said. “I enjoyed police work, but I have 
serious doubts that I’ll try to go back on 
the force.” 
The other former officers cleared of 
the charges Tuesday were James 
Gartner, 36, and Eugene Manion, 45, 
the father of ll children. 
They were among 61 officers indicted 
in a scheme that involved an alleged 
$275,000 in kickbacks. The investigation 
has resulted so far in 47 convictions and 
a dozen acquittals. 
Manion, an 18-year veteran of the 
force, would like to return and is to 
have a police board hearing in May. 
Since his indictment eight months ago, 


work has been scarce. He was fired 
from one good-paying job but was hired 
temporarily as a security officer of a 
supermarket. 
"When that jury acquitted me, the 
first thing I did was phone my wife — 
she is hospitalized mainly 
with 
exhaustion from worry,” said Manion. 
“I cried. She cried. And I called my 
daughter in the hospital where she is 
recovering from an eye injury. And she 
cried. 
“Then I went home and my other IO 
children cheered when I walked in. 
They 
said 
the 
cheers 
were 
pre­ 
arranged and were ready because they 
knew I was innocent.” 
Manion said his friends stuck by him 
throughout the ordeal and his family 
drew closer together than ever before. 
“After living a decent life, it was 
tough being on the other side of the 
fence. Right now I’m very tired. This 
has taken a lot out of me,” he said. 
Gartner said he didn’t lose any 
friends after the indictment “but I 
couldn’t find any good jobs and hist did 
odds and ends ... Thank God my wife’s 
teaching job was not affected.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — There 
was good news and there was bad news 
for Ohio food shoppers today. 
Meat sold from 3 to 8 per cent lower 
than a month ago — but price hikes in 
sugar, milk, peanut butter and cookies 
among 14 selected food items included 
in an Associated Press survey just 
about wiped out the savings. 
On the average of a dozen Ohio cities 
checked, the marketbasket of 14 items 
ran just IO cents or I per cent down 
from a month ago. 
The items in the marketbasket in­ 
clude center cut pork chops, chopped 
chuck, beef frankfurters, eggs, butter, 
chocolate chip cookies, frozen orange 
juice, paper towels, peanut butter, 
detergent, softener, tomato sauce, milk 
and sugar. 
On the check list were Akron, Athens, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Conneaut, Lima, 
Massillon, 
Portsmouth, 
Van 
Wert, 
Youngstown, Coshocton and Zanes­ 
ville. 
Not every city benefited from the 
general downward trend of the three 
meat categories, although on average 
center cut pork chops showed an 8.4 per 
cent lower price. The range of prices 
across the state was wide — from $1.09 
a pound in Athens and Van Wert to $1.79 
a pound in the state’s most expensive 
food city, Columbus.

slightly 
lower 
price of 
$1.69 
prevailed in Lima, Portsmouth and 
Zanesville. 
Chopped chuck showed a lesser price 
decline of 5.1 per cent on the average — 
from $1.09 in Youngstown to $1.49 a 
pound in Columbus. 
All beef fra n k fu rte rs stubbornly 
clung to an average price of $1.25 a 
pound, only 3.2 per cent off the first of 
March. Price range was from 93 cents 
as a Massillon special to $1.49 in 
Columbus. In g en eral the franks 
ranged from $1.19 to $1.36 a pound. 
As the Easter season approached, 
eggs slid to an average price of 68 cents 
a dozen — eight cents lower than actual 
cost to the superm arket chains. 
A chain spokesman said, “ I just think 
the housewife rebelled at 90-cent eggs. 
There’s less demand, but the actual 
cost this week was 76 cents a dozen for 
mediums. Anything below that is being 
used as a leader. 
The bargain places for eggs were 
Athens and Portsmouth, where a dozen 
mediums cost only 57 cents and large 
were two cents higher. 
Prices ranged from a high of 82 cents 
at Lima, 76cents at Zanesville, 79 cents 
at Van Wert to bargain prices of 59

Patterson, 31, disappeared last

meeting. The U.S. Embassy in Mexico 
City announced Wednesday that he had

kidnaped, 
and 
sources

Washington reported a ransom note 
demanding $500,000 and signed by the 
People’s Revolutionary Army of 
Mexico had been slipped under the con­ 
sulate door. 
American officials said the U.S. 
government would not modify its policy 
of refusing to pay ransom for its em­ 
ployes.

Crucial court case 


A number of readers have written 
asking my views on the De Funis case, 
which currently is under consideration 
by the Supreme Court. 
Marco De Funis, a Sephardic Jew, 
applied in 1971 to the University of 
Washington Law School. To en­ 
capsulate a rather complex story, he 
was rejected, although 36 "minority’’ 
applicants with credentials inferior to 
his were accepted. 
De Funis brought suit on the ground 
that he was to discriminate against 
them. (The use of the word “minority" 
here is a bit ironic: blacks constitute 
about 12 per cent of the population, 
while Sephardic Jews are rarer than 
Uzbeks!) 
The reason I have not devoted any 
space to this litigation is that, frankly, I 
am unhappy about the potential 
Supreme Court decision—whichever 
way it goes. 
The difficulty with a court decision in 
so tricky and sensitive an area is that it 
has to be fungible—that is, provide 
general rules for future use. A holding 
in favor of De Funis could have the 
consequence of invalidating all “af­ 
firmative action” programs; a holding 
in favor of the university could validate 
“quotas.” As one who supports “af­ 
firmative action” (properly defined) 
and opposes quotas, I am simply hung 
up. 


FURTHERM ORE, if the court 
rejects the university’s contention that 
academic credentials are only part of 
the basis for admission — that the 


school has a right to take subjective 
factors into consideration — the result 
will be a triumph of mechanization. 
Law schools will take the grade on the 
LSAT (a nationally adm inistered 
admissions test), combine it in some 
fashion with the ap p lican t’s un­ 
dergraduate average, and the first- 
year class will pop out of the computer. 
Over the past quarter of a century I 
have known perhaps a 
hundred 
students who were extremely talented 
but tested badly: two years ago I had a 
young man who graduated summa cum 
laude, did brilliant work 
in con­ 
stitutional law, and persistently turned 
up in the 40th percentile on the LSAT. 
Under normal conditions he would 
not have been admitted to Zonko Law 
School, but my faculty colleagues and I 
mounted a full-court press in his behalf. 
We wrote to the admissions committees 
of several distinguished law schools, 
explaining that Mr. X went catatonic 
when faced by those tests, that indeed 
he had busted his college boards and 
had been admitted as a “risk,” and that 
we were confident he would do well in 
law school. He was admitted to a top 
school and, last I heard, was on his way 
to being editor of the law review. 
Now admitting somebody who tests 
badly, 
because 
he 
gets 
strong 
references, is on the surface hardly 
comparable with taking him or her 
because of skin pigmentation. Yet, 
unfortunately, they do fall into the 
same category of subjective decisions. 
In each instance ‘‘special con­ 
siderations” come into play. As I un­ 


derstand the formula employed by the 
University of Washington Law School, 
my student would have been out in the 
cold along with the “minority” ap­ 
plicants. 
Furthermore, if the Supreme Court 
goes all the way with De Funis, it may 
well sandbag all “affirmative action” 
programs. Regrettably, as iii 
De 
Funis’ instance, “affirmative action” 
has often been implemented by setting 
up racial quotas — a system I believe to 
be both obnoxious and unconstitutional. 


YET I INSIST we have a social 
responsibility to take extraordinary 
action to remedy historical injustice — 
action which in this case would toke the 
form of special “pre-flight” training 
programs that would make it possible 
for bright young blacks, Chicanos or, 
for that m atter, working-class Irish to 
stand on their own intellectual feet. 
One does not do a young black a favor 
by throwing him, unprepared, into a 
rigorous program of legal studies. In 
fact, I think this “sink or swim” ap­ 
proach to ‘‘m inority” adm issions 
(which I have seen at a number of 
institutions) is a callous repudiation of 
responsibility. 
In short, the De Funis case presents 
in stark form some questions which 
should be dealt with delicately, with a 
sense of the crucial nuances involved. 
The law, alas, proceeds in straight 
lines. And, as any wise politician will 
confirm, in sensitive areas a straight 
line is often the shortest route to 
disaster.

Kennedy finally admitted the truth of 
what Sen. Kenneth Keating had been 
trying to tell him for weeks. The Soviets 
did have long-range atomic missiles in 
Cuba. The young President, who had 
been browbeaten by Khrushchev at 
Vienna, taxed the Soviet dictator with 
the fact, and said, “I must tell you that 
the United States is determined that 
this threat to the security of this 
hemisphere be removed.” 
Khrushchev’s reaction was to say 
that only defensive weapons were in 
Cuba. Agreeing to nothing, he coun­ 
terattacked the U.S. for “violating 
international norms of freedom of 
navigation on the high seas.” 
Khrushchev never did come clean on 
the offensive nature of Soviet arms in 
Cuba — the most he permitted himself 
to say was that they were “means” 
which Kennedy regarded as offensive. 
Khrushchev persisted in saying that 
“the vessels now headed for Cuba are 
carrying the most innocuous peaceful 
cargoes.” 


Unable to dent the Soviet dictator, 
Kennedy turned to the U.N.’s U Thant, 
saying he wanted a peaceful solution of 
the m atter. 
This gave Khrushchev his opening: 
the Soviets would be “willing to remove 
from Cuba the means which you regard 
as offensive” if the U.S., “for its par- 
t. . .will remove its analogous means 
from Turkey.” The trade-off of Cuban 
missiles for Turkish missiles was 
eventually m ade. It was called 
“Kennedy’s finest hour,” 
but the 
Soviets got what they were after in the 
first place. 
So it is now going in the Middle East. 
The Arabs, using Russian arms and 
responding to encouragement from 
Moscow, took on the Israelis in the Yom 
Kippur War in order to reverse the 
outcome of the Six-Day War of 1967. 


The Soviets obviously had less 
comprehensive ambitions. They want 
to see the Suez Canal opened. This is 
the

deployment of their growing naval 
strength: an open canal will enable 
them to supply their Indian Ocean-Red 
Sea-Persian 
Gulf

MOSCOW MOVED to stop the active 
fighting on the Sinai front the very 
moment that the Israelis threatened to 
undo the success of the Egyptians in 
seizing the east bank of the canal.

The Suez Canal is important to a world 
that will have to reckon with Russia on 
the oceans; the Golan Heights, on the 
other hand, are important only to the 
Syrians find the Israelis, who can 
squabble about them forever so far as 
Moscow is concerned.

The law as enacted last year requires 
schools to obtain and keep on file 
completed forms from parents to use in 
case of emergency. The trouble has 
been, officials said, that many parents 
just haven’t complied. 

Kenneth R. Cox, D-41 Bar­ 
berton, sponsor of the bill to simplify 
the requirements, said he had com­ 
plaints from at least 20 schools in his 
area.

NEW YORK (A P) — H om osexuals 
“can express 
their sexuality 
in 
a 
manner that is consonant with Christ’s 
teaching,” says a recently formed 
Catholic organization seeking rights for 
hom osexuals in the Roman Catholic 
Church. 
However, guidelines newly issued by 
United States Catholic bishops say 
hom osexual acts “are a grave tran­ 
sgression 
of 
the 
goals 
of 
human 
sexuality and of human personality, 
and are consequently contrary to the 
will of God.” 
Although conflicting in their con­ 
clusions, the two statem ents point up 
an increasingly open concern in the 
churches to the status of hom osexuals, 
a form erly sidestepped, taboo issue. 
It is a “social and moral phenomenon 


that the church has yet to tackle,” says 
the Rev. John F. Harvey, a theologian- 
psychologist of Alexandria, Va., who is 
organizing the first Catholic center for 
counseling religious personnel on the 
problem. 
Challenges to the traditional negative 
church attitude toward homosexuality 
have 
su rfaced 
in 
P rotestan t 
denominations in recent years, and 
since last fall, have em erged explicitly 
in Roman Catholicism. 
At its annual m eeting last week in 
San Francisco, the National Federation 
of P riests’ Councils authorized a task 
force to “formulate a critical and 
contemporary theological analysis of 
hom osexuality.” 
The group is to include several “gay 
men and wom en” as consultants. The 
o b jectiv e 
is 
to 
develop 
reco m ­ 
mendations for the church “in forming 


practical attitudes toward hom osex­ 
uality and hom osexuals.” 
In taking the step, the federation of 
130 affiliated councils, including two- 
thirds of the official diocesan priest 
senate in the 
country, 
dropped 
a 
previous com m ittee’s report treating 
homosexuality as an acceptable pat­ 
tern. 
It had been prepared by a study 
group headed by the Rev. Ramon 
Wagner of Milwaukee. It termed the 
bishops’ approach to hom osexuality as 
“at best, inaccurate and insensitive, at 
its worst, it is a m isrepresentation of 
data and a cavalier disrespect for 
human lives and dignity.” 
The report was quashed by 
the 
federation’s executive board as in­ 
co m p lete, and the further study 
authorized. However, the federation 
urged repeal of “all civil laws which 


make 
consentual 
homosexual 
acts 
between adults a crim e,” and opposed 
discrimination against hom osexuals in 
employment. 


What has sharpened the issue in 
Roman Catholicism was a letter sent 
last 
fall 
to 
U.S. 
bishops 
by 
an 
organization called Dignity, made up of 
homosexual Catholics and others con­ 
cerned with their situation. 


Contending that hom osexuality could 
be expressed in keeping with Christian 
teaching in an “ethically responsible 
and unselfish w ay,” the letter called for 
"recognition 
of 
the 
right

gay 
Catholics” to collectively voice their 
views within the church, for an in­ 
creased ministry to hom osexuals and 
for 
step s 
to 
“ era d ica te 
fa lse 
stereotypes and prejudices” against 
them.

Boyle trial 
testim ony 
set M onday 


M ED IA, Pa. <AP) -One more juror 
and two alternates are still needed for 
the murder trial of former United Mine 
Workers President W A 
“ Tony” 
Boyle— and they are expected to be 
chosen today. 
But court sources say testimony 
won t begin until Monday morning 
because the trial will be adjourned 
immediately after the jury is sworn in 
order to give the prosecution the week* 
end to line up its first witnesses. 
So far in the first four tedious days, 
confined entirely to jury selection, 
eight men and three women, one of 
them a greatgrandmother, have been 
accepted by opposing counsel who 
interrogated 135 persons in the warm, 
high ceiling Delaware County cour­ 
troom. 
"W e will finish the jury today,” said 
chief prosecutor Richard A. Sprague, 
who already has successfully prose­ 
cuted eight other defendants—four of 
whom pleaded guilty— for the murders 
of Joseph “ Jock” Yablonski, his wife 
Margaret and daughter Charlotte. 
The 72-year old Boyle, who has 
pleaded 
innocent, is accused of 
arranging the 
1969 “ hired gun” 
assassination of Yablonski, a union 
rival 
he 
defeated 
for 
the 
UMW 
presidency three weeks prior to the 
killings. 
Witnesses at previous trials have 
testified that $20,000 in union funds, 
falsely earmarked for organizing in 
Tennessee, was authorized by Boyle to 
pay for the Dec. 31, 1969 executions in 
the Yablonski’s rural Clarksville home 
in southwestern Pennsylvania. 
The trial was shifted here at the 
request of Boyle’s lawyers on grounds 
that the defendant couldn’t receive a 
fair hearing in the soft coal country 
where Yablonski lived.

W A SH IN G TO N

Metzenbaum,

called for a thorough investigation of 
what he labeled self-dealing by Stan­ 
dard Oil of Ohio. 
The senator said Thursday that Sohio 
paid $3 more per barrel than the going 
market price for crude oil purchased in 
January from British Petroleum, Ltd., 
which holds a 25 per cent interest in 
Sohio. 
B P profits, boosted in 1973 when it 
raised the price of crude from $1.55 to 
$7 per barrel, climbed even higher 
when Sohio paid $10 a barrel in 
January, Metzenbaum charged. 
“ Anytime there is self-dealing of this 
magnitude, the transaction is suspect,” 
Metzenbaum told a news conference. 
He said earlier in the week that the 
Interior Department is expected to 
begin investigations soon into dealings 
between American oil companies and 
their foreign affiliates. 
Metzenbaum also accused Sohio of 
withholding information he requested, 
“ trying to cover up its massive profit- 
making machine.” 
B P will gain a controlling interest in 
Sohio by 1977 when the Alaska pipeline 
begins volume production, the senator 
said.

“ We’re having a helluva time with 
this baby-calf thing. The calves are 
vulnerable — the thieves just pick them 
up and they’re gone,’’ said William B. 
Cheney, chief of the state livestock 
department’s brands and enforcement 
division. 
Cheney said there have been about 30 
separate reports of thefts so far this 
spring, even though the calving season 
is just under way, and expects the 
problem to get worse. He attributes the 
thefts to the continuing high cost of 
beef. 
He said he thinks the calves, which 
are worth $100 to $130, are being sold to 
individuals, who then presumably feed 
and fatten them for sale or slaughter. 
Cheney said highly mobile rustlers 
may have pilfered more than 1,500 head 
of Montana cattle last year, along with 
2,000 to 3,000 sheep. He also said horse 
rustling was on the rise with about IOO 
known thefts. The latter, he said, is in­ 
creasing throughout the western 
United States because the market is the 
best ever.

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Small business lights back at oppression

NEW YORK (AP) “We have con­ 
doned and inadvertently encouraged 
the m anipulation of the national 
economy for the benefit of the bigs, and 
at the expense of the small,” the 
writers of the document declared. 
Fiery words recalled uprisings of the 
oppressed, with frequent references to 
vital decisions made by “a handful of 
faceless but powerful men,” the “in­ 
filtration of government agencies,” 
and “trading seats of management 
between big business and big govern­ 
ment.” 
“What has been proposed,” conceded 
the head of the group that prepared the 
document, 
“is 
revolutionary.” 
His 
name: Ken Anderson, an Illinois busi­ 
nessman and president of the National 
Small Business Association. 
The association, which 
promotes 
itself as "the voice of small business,” 
doesn’t as effectively spell out its inter­ 
pretation of what makes a small 


business, but it does offer guidelines, 
such as: 
—A small business usually has fewer 
than 500 employes, a big business more 
than 5,000. 
—A small business usually is a 
proprietorship, partnership or closely 
held corporation; a big business is 
usually publicly owned, listed on a 
stock exchange or traded in the over- 
the-counter market. 
According to the NSBA, sm all 
business is oppressed not only by 
government and labor, but by big 
business. 
In a

to 
members of Congress, the group called 
for adoption of a national policy to 
restore to small business "the com­ 
petitive balance lost to big business, big 
government and big labor.”

In 1972, it maintains, “a handful of 
economically powerful g ian ts—only 
350-controlled 69 per cent of the assets 
in corporate manufacturing. These 
same companies, representing less 
than one-third of 1 per cent of the

m anufacturing 
firm s 
received almost 73 per cent of the 
profits.” 
In numbers, the association con­ 
cedes, small business is holding its 
own, with 10.5 million firms accounting 
for 98 per cent of the country’s total 
business units, “but in market share, 
assets and profits, small business is 
losing ground disastrously.” 
To these small businessmen, such 
trends aren’t the result of competition 
or the product of chance. Government 


policy, they claim, is too often guided 
by big business and sometimes big 
labor. 
For example, the association claims 
that in 1969 the effective tax rate of the 
nation's largest 100 corporate giants 
was 26.9 per cent, but that smaller 
companies paid an average rate of 
about 44 per cent.

(AP) - The Oakland 
A’s are grumbling through 
spring 
training, a good reason to predict 
continued controversy and success for 
the world champions. 
“ I’m m ore confident now than I was 
a year ago that we’ll win another World 
Series,’’ says A’s Owner Charles O. 
Finley. 
But his players m ake it clear they 
plan to win a third straight title despite, 
not for, Charlie 0. 
“ He said I’m the worst left fielder in 
baseball and that my arm is so weak 
the shortstop has to run into the outfield 
to take all my throws,” reported Joe 
Rudi, one of the players who lost in 
w inter sa la ry a rb itra tio n b attles 
against Finley. 
“ He said we don’t have any stars, we 
only won because he put together a 
great club,” reported Reggie Jackson, 
who won the American League's Most 
Valuable Player aw ard last year and 
pried a $135,000 salary out of Finley 


through arbitration. 
Whether he likes it or not, Finley also 
h as th ree $100,000 b allp lay ers in 
Jackson, Sal Bando and Jim “ Catfish" 
Hunter, and the A’s payroll is now one 
of the highest in the m ajor leagues. 
But 
they 
sound 
like 
the 
sam e 
m alcontents who won the 1972 and '73 
World Series, not fat cats. 
Finley has hired Alvin Dark, one of 
the m anagers he fired in the past, to 
succeed the departed Dick Williams. 
The A’s are expected to open the 
season April 4 with only one rookie on 
their roster, sprinter Herb Washington, 
who was signed by Finley to serve as a 
pinch-running specialist. 
“T hat’s a joke,” said first baseman 
Gene Tenace when Washington was 
signed. “This is going to cost somebody 
who should be in the m ajors a job.” 
Hunter, Ken Holtzman and Vida 
Blue, all 20-game winners last season, 
and relief specialists Robie Fingers 
and Darold Knowles are the stars of the 
strongest pitching staff in the game. 


The batting order should be the sam e 
as last seasons, since second basem an 
Dick Green changed his mind about 
retiring 
Deron Johnson will fill the 
designated hitter role again. 
Johnson drove in 81 runs last season 
but ranked only fourth on the team , 
behind Jackson, Bando and Tenace in 
that departm ent.

Cambodians 
rush troops 
to front line

PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) 
The Cambodian government rushed 
more troops to the front east of Oudong 
today as remnants of the lost provincial 
capital’s garrison continued to straggle 
into government lines. 
Field reports said more than I 300 of 
the 600 soldiers and 3,000 civilians who 
nad holed up in a temple compound half 
a mile east of Oudong escaped to the 
government forces half a mile away 
after the Khmer Rouge insurgents 
captured the compound Thursday. 
Late Thursday night, IO assault boats 
brought 
som e 
300 civilian s and 
wounded soldiers from the fighting to 
Phnom Penh, 25 miles down the Tonle 
Sap River. 
Nine Cambodian air force planes 
bombed the captured temple compound 
to which the Oudong garrison had fled 
after the Khmer Rouge overran the 
town of 15,000 people on March 18. The 
planes were trying to destroy artillery 
and 
vehicles 
left 
by 
the 
fleeing 
government troops. 
Oudong is in the middle of a broad 
belt of territory controlled by the 
Khmer Rouge. 
A Cambodian official who escaped 
from the temple compound estimated 
that more than 200 civilians were killed 
and another 300 wounded during the IO 
days that it was under constant attack. 
He said there were no medical 
supplies and food had run out seven 
days before. 
In South Vietnam, heavy fighting was 
reported some 25 miles north of Saigon 
for the second straight day. The Saigon 
command said its forces killed 101 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong in the 
two days of fighting, but 43 government 
troops were killed, 52 were wounded 
and five were missing. 


The Fayette County Board of Mental 
Retardation has decided to accept the 
proposed plan for the rental of the 
Sunnyside Elementary school building.

Whether or 
not the Progressive School continues to 
rent the facility then will depend on the 
budget at that time. It is possible that 
the Board of Mental Retardation will 
seek a tax increase in November 
Darrell Rutherford, adult program 
specialist from the Ohio Department of 
Mental Health and Retardation, was a 
guest speaker at the board meeting 
Wednesday night. He explained what 
state program s are being carried out in 
adult 
p ro gram s, 
gave 
som e 
suggestions for the program here and 
told the board what steps whould be 
followed to apply for state funding. 
Rutherford said that there is some 
money available for both types of 
program s, adult and pre-school, which 
will soon be instituted in Fayette 
County. He also gave the board a list of 
all licensed residential facilities for the 
mentally retarded in Ohio. 
The board noted that the Shrine Club 
has offered to take the students of the 
Fayette Progressive School to the 
Shrine Circus. The students will attend 
the circu s in Colum bus M onday. 
Transportation is being provided by the 
Shriners.
